Investigate Placer 


Claims in Canyon 


An investigation by the United 


States government into the worth 
and validity of certain placer min- 
ing claims on the Sail Gabriel river 
in territory from which Los Angeles 
county contemplates obtaining rock, 
sand and gravel for the construction 
of tho San Gabriel dam was fore- 
shadowed by the arrival in Los An- 
geles this week of two government 
experts. 


F. J. Safley, government mining 


and irrigation engineer with head- 
quarters in Salt Lake City, and A. 
A. Wilhelm, examiner for the United 
States land office with headquarters 
in San Francisco, are the men who 
have been sent here by .the govern- 
ment. 


Tho county flood control district 


is disturbed over the fact that part 
of tho gravel deposits which the 
county may wish to use in the con- 
struction of the dajn is covered by 
certain placer mining claims. Should 
the claims be valid the county could 
not take rock and gro.vel from them 
without paying a royalty to owners 
of tho claims. 


In order to establish the validity 


of the placer claims, it is 'contended, 
the owners of tho claims will have 
to show, first, that the claims con- 
tain minerals in quantities of com- 
mercial value, and second, that the 
claims were taken up with the hon- 
est intent of developing the mineral 
values and not solely for the purpose 
of obtaining rock and gravel.

Germany Is Busy 


and Prosperous 
Says Covina Man 


Germany is flourishing, everybody 


working, houses being built in all 
the cities on a remarkable scale of 
expansion, says Arno Eauschenbach, 
formerly the owner of the Covina 
City bakery, who returned this week 
from nearly five months spent in his 
native land. 
. In Saxony, where he visited his 
brother, the factories are operating 
steadily, and the big industrial cor- 
porations are erecting miles of homes 
for the workingmen, he said. The 
.German mark is up to its pre-war 
standard. There is some dissatisfac- 
tion at the high taxes, and during 
most of the time there is a bitter 
political war going in in the news- 
papers. But the people are prosper- 
ous generally thruout all the country 
which was originally the Kaiser's 
empire. 


Belgium money is at a low ebb, as 


is also the money of many of the 
Balkan states. Rehabilitation from 
the war has been slow in those coun- 
tries. One can live cheaper in Bel- 
gium or France than in any of the 
countries of the continent, he said. 


On his way home he visited friends 


in Chicago and other middle-western 
cities and found them complaining 
somewhat of slow business. It is his 
belief that business generally is bet- 
ter in southern California than any- 
where else in the country.

mand beyond our expectations," he 
said. 


The exchange manager asserts that 


growing confidence on the part of 
the trade and thruout the industry 
in the stability of the California cit- 
rus industry and of the exchange is 
shown in the steady market main- 
tained for the California citrus crops 
during the past few seasons of poor 
results on many other fruit 
crops. 


Citrus fruits stand out in this re- 
spect among all agricultural crops. 


Dezell says That buying power 


during 192ft will be generally un- 
changed compared to 1928. He re- 
ports the government report showing 
a 5 per cent increase in farm values 
over lust year. 


The exchange organization feels 


confident that the large crop of or- 
anges in .prospect for 1929 will be 
absorbed'by the greater demand de- 
veloped for them. Prices doubtless 
wil be lower, hut this condition will 
be welcomed by consumers. Dezell 
states that normal crops at moderate 
prices are more desirable for both 
consumer and producer than a short 
supply at extreme prices. 


Estimates made since the hurri- 


cane indicate that Florida still will 
produce a crop of oranges and grape- 
fruit considerably larger than that 
of last season and the results ob- 
tained on the Florida crop naturally 
will affect California. Improved dis- 
tribution of the Florida crop is ex- 
pected.

The biggest loser as the result of 


man's conquest of the earth is the 
earth itself, according to W. E. Low- 
dcrmilk, federal forest service offi- 
cial, who is supervising the installa- 
tion of a mechanism of his own in- 
vention which is expected to .shed 
new light on rain water runoff and 
the effects of watershed destruction 
by forest fires. 


'Lowdermilk, former Rhodes schdl- 


ar and at present an official of the 
new experiment station 
established 


by the forest service at Berkeley, 
believes that if "we would main- 
tain the liability of the earth in 
future ages it is of vital importance 
to prevent and counteract the de- 
struction of vegetation and fertile 
soil through rain water erosion." 


During an extensive survey of ero- 


sion conditions in (.'hina, Lowder- 
milk studied the destruction of fer- 
tile lands which results from care- 
lessness and a lack of foresight on 
the part of human beings. 


The forests over a great part of 


China have been destroyed and in 
many sections the only remaining 
trees are in the temple forests which 
for thousands of years have been 
protected by Buddhist priests. 


The destruction of the earth's pro- 


tective surface features, which re- 
ults from increase in population and 
the spread of civilization, is a prob- 
lem which must receive immediate 
attention if the future of the human 
race is to be secure, the official de- 
clares.

it takes two years to bring a grove back after it has been 
permitted to lapse one year. 


"The grower knows what his average cost for upkeep 


of a grove should be. Perhaps conditions make it unneces- 
sary to spend the total amount of the average every year. 
But the amount should be put aside against the time when 
there may not be a good or profitable crop. If this system 
were followed the average return would be better for the 
entire section.''—Citrograph.

In 
citrus districts where there is a frost 
hazard, the growers are advised by 
Farm Advisor Rounds to make thoro 
preparation for frost prevention. We 
do not have one type of heater 
which under all conditions is best. 
There are a number of heaters and 
different kinds of fuel which have 
been successful in saving crops. It 
is suggested, 
however, that 
the 


grower put in some kind of heater, 
and plenty of them, per acre. With 
the larger oil heaters and in most 
sections, fifty heaters per acre will 
do the work. 
With some of the 


smaller heaters, it may be necessary 
to have one per tree, banking them 
on the windward side of the orch- 
ard, especially where heating ia not
